The syndicate for which Professor 
Mickle bas been conducting his investi- 
gations is composed of well known gertle- 
men residing in Toronto, Ottawa and 
Sudbury. A Buffalo man is algo inthe 
combine with the Canadians, and, as 
may be supposed, they are well pleased 
witn the result of the professor's re- 
search. 

The discovery is regarded by those 
who kaow about it a3 being one of the 
most important of many vears.

A KING IN EARNEST NOW. 


Menier, the Freschman of Checolate 
Fame, Has Made Many Rales. 


M. Monier. the French millionaire who 
purchased the island of Anticosti states 
in the most positive terms that he had 
notonly never pretended to have author 
ity in the matter of the three mile limit, 
forbidding all fiishermen to fish within 
that area, but he had not even thought of 
doing 20. He admitted that he had re- 
fused to give certain rongh characters, 
who are fishermen, permission to land on 
hie island, but justited hie act by declar- 
ing that, as sole owner of the property, 
he had the right under law to do so. 

M. Menier, to support his position. 
quotes the :ules and regulations he has 
established asa private citizen for the 
management of his property, as follows: 

The isiand of Anticosti is private pro- 
perty. adependerce of the province of 
(quebec, and governed br the iaws of Can- 
ada ard of thie province. The inhabi- 
tants o. this ieland, who can only reside 
there by regular permission, must agree 
to submit to the regulations fcr the gov- 
ernment of the isl: nd and ai! other rules 
of ad.winistration which are herein set 


forth. 
In brief, they 


he rules then follow. 
provide that no one can live, conduct 
pusiness or any industry or profession 
ubless, after firet having obtained the 
consent of the administration of the is- 
land, such permission being at ail times 
revocable. There canbe noimportations 


| or exportations except through the re- 


gular channe's of the administration and 
py its vessels. The use of alcoholic bev- 


| erages is prohibited. The possession of 


frearms, except by permission, is prohi- 
bited. 

The hunting and killing of game is 
not permittea, nor is fishing in the 
rivers, estuaries or lakes of the island. 
The possession of navigating craft 1g only 
permitted by authority. A!l births, mar 
riages and deathe taking piace on the 
izland, must be reported to the adminis- 
tration, that these statistics may be prop- 
erly recorded. The discovery of minerals 
must be at once reported to the admin- 
istration. 

‘All interments must be in places spe- 
cially set apart for that purpose. The 
appearance of contagious diseases must 
be at once reported to the admiatration, 
end ail persons arriving on the island 
must be vaccinated. lne privilege of 
sea fishing ie reserved. Such fishing will 
be carried on under regulations which 
wil] give the inhabitants their complete 
rights, and willat thesame time be a 
source of profitto them. For the pur- 
pose of preventing forest fires and the 
needless destruction of timber the burn- 
ing of trees, etc. ie forbidden. The heads 
of families are responaible for the public 
derelictions of theie children, minor rela- 
tive: and emplovees. All infractions of 
thes> regulations will be considered 
groinds for the revccation of permission 
to remain on the island. 

Continuing, M. Menier said: “I pur- 
‘hased the island with every intention 
of respecting the laws of Canada in all 
details. There need not bethe slightest 
fear that I shall nct doao. But I have 
private rights as a property owner, and I 
eball insist on enforcing them.”

poly in India, Australia, South, East and |

Mighty Trunks of Ked wood Trees Support 
California’s Unique Bridge. 


One of the most remarkable wooden 
bridges ever built in California, if not in 
the United States, is still standing in a 
fir state of preservation. It croxses Cer- 
ritos creek on the stage road between 
San Mateo and Peseuiern, a few miles 
rorth of San Gregorio 

The most striking thing about the ap- 
pearance of this bridge is its enormous 
The center span crosses the creek 
nety feet above the water. 
itis not known who the engineers 
were that built the bridge, nor just what 
facilittes they had for deing the work. 
Lhe structure was putup about 185s and 
has remained in constant use ever since. 
It is true the stages do not cross it now, 
but foot passengers and smaller vehicles 
use it regularly. The only effect of its 
long years of service is a slight swag at 
the northern end. 

The bridge is really built of the trunks 
of redwood trees that were hanled from 
the forests about fifteen miles awar. 
How they were placed in position is 
something past finding out, as there is 
nobody living in the locality that  re- 
members when the bridge was put up. 
And, indeed, it looks as if the job would 
puzzle an engineer of today. even 
though he were given the use of all mod- 
ern appliances, which the others did not 
have. 

In all there are seventy upright <up- 
ports in the bridge and they must have 
been stood on end entirely by the use of 
ropes, pulleys and muscles. Those in 
the center of the bridge are the highest 
and the others get shorter and shorter as 
they climb the bank on cither side. Verv 
few lraces are used, so that the bridge 
presents the appearance of a series of 
straight poles reaching across the ra- 
vine.

Carving a Ham. 


Much depends on how the ham is to 


he used. A fam ily desiring fried or 
broiled ham shou!d split the ham length- 
wise, and then cut thin, even slices 
across the grain. The half with the bone 
in it may be boiled or baked, if the 
family is asmall one. When a whole 
ham appears upon the table, you should 
see that its appearance is improved as 


much as possible, It should be neatly 
trimmed round the edges, and the fat 
should be free from rust. 

The rind, if left on, should be scalloped 
at the broad end in a neat manner. To 
carve a whole him, make an incision in 
the thickest part of the ham down to the 
bone, and work toward the large end.

Some Facts and Figures Which Will be it 


Read With Interest. 

The reported valuation of all property 
tn the United States by the census 0} 
IsvO was $65,037,091, 197. or $1,056 per 
capita for the entire population. This 
enumeration, however, dealt with prep- 
erty located in the United States, and 
did not go inte the question where it 
was caveat If the estimate of Mr. Rob- } 
ert Giffen is correct, that #5,000,000,000 
in fereign capital was invested in this 
country in Isso. probably an even large?
